DETAILED ACTION 

1 Newly submitted claims 23-39 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: Originally presented claim 1 
was directed to a hybrid camera having first and second aperture diaphragms at specific locations 
within the camera a controller that controls the aperture diaphragms in a correlative manner 
classified in class 396 subclass 257. (The cancellation of claims 2-22 before the first Office 
action is acknowledged.) The newly presented claims are directed to a camera with a display to 
show the subject scene as sensed by an image sensor classified in class 396 subclass 374. The 
display device and diaphragm aperture controller are disclosed as subcombinations used in a 
single camera. Since, the display arrangement of the new claims is usable in a camera not 
having the particular placement and control of the aperture diaphragm mechanisms of the 
canceled original claim 1, and vice-versa, the newly presented claims are independent and 
distinct from the invention as originally claimed. The search performed by the Office for the 
originally presented claims, is not appropriate for the invention of the newly presented claims. 
Shifting the claims to an independent and distinct invention places an undue burden on the 
Office, because an entirely new search would have to be made. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 23-39 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to 
a non-elected invention See 37 CFR 1 . 142(b) and MPEP § 821.03.
